COUNTRY’S ECONOMY 

Tho country is also in falr 
thape to siand a record festive 
season. True, the price of wool 
hae dropped and whild a little 
below ‘the last few scasons, it Is 
still high compand with what 
was the recognised price in the 
old days, 

But Australian factories are 
now producing more goods 
than at any time in the history 
of the Commonwealth, uccord- 
ing to a survey by the Division 
of Industrial Development, 

Tho survey showed that 
total output is now worth abgul 
£3,000 million a year — double 
than of 1938-39, 10 per cent 
more than 1951 and about four 
Per cent higher than six months 
ago. 

It forecasts that output could 
“double again before 1975 
granted an economic climate 
favourable to investment from 
overseas.” 

The greatest increases in the 
Jast six months are for motor 
vehicles and tyres, electric 
motors and newsprint, 

The one black spot in the 
survey—a warning that “the 
capture of overscas markets for 
a broader range of overseas 
goods against world competition 
4s an inescapable necessity of 
the future’. 

It should siso be added that 
cmployment throughout tho 
Commonwealth is at present a 
record, and while civilian 
workers of Government authorl- 
tles totalled nearly 700,000, even 
this is showing a small decrease, 

200,000 NON-VOTERS 

State Electoral Officer Ben- 
nets estimates that about 200,000 
enrolled persons falled to vote in 
the Liquor Referendum held 
recently. 

Each of these 200,000 are 
llable to a fine ranging up to a 
maximum of £2, 

If Electoral Officer Bennicts 
gives them all the minimum 
treatment the Treasury could 
make a nico profit out of the 
referendum — the Premier sect 
aside £80,000 for it. 

One of the reasons for the big 
no-vote bloc is that pcople 
lorgely believed the referendum 
to be g waste of time. Six p.m. 
closing, they thought, would 
romp in. Instead, the 10 
o’clockers fini8hed up with 
nice majority.
